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MATCH'S  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 


Mount  Vernon,  K  Y.,  June  15th,  1897. 

To  the  members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon,  Mount 
Vernon,  K  Y. 

Gentlemen — It  is  just  one  3'ear  ago  to-night  that  I  assumed  the  responsibilities  of 
the  office  of  Chief  Executive  of  our  beautiful  and  growing  city,  and  during  that 
short  period  many  important  changes  have  taken  place,  both  in  our  local  improve- 
ments and  now  in  our  Common  Council. 

Those  of  you  who  have  served  the  city  in  the  past  cannot  be  unmindful  of  your 
responsibilities,  and  those  who  are  acting  in  their  present  capacitj'-  for  the  first  time 
cannot  help  but  be  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  eyes  of  the  public  are  on  them 
and  that  they  will  be  judged  by  their  acts. 

While  there  have  been  many  matters  of  importance  disposed  of  during  the  past 
year,  there  still  remain  many  matters  of  vital  interest  to  our  citizens  and  taxpayers, 
both  as  regards  the  health  of  different  localities  and  the  prosperity  and  success  of 
our  entire  city. 

You  will  no  doubt  have  objections  from  a  few  owners  against  making  needed 
improvements  in  certain  sections  of  our  cit}^  but  when  the  health,  growth  and 
success  of  our  entire  community  demands  it,  no  personal  objections  from  a  few 
"behind  the  age"  people  should  tie  up  or  be  able  to  prevent  that  which  you  find, 
after  the  fullest  investigation,  is  really  needed  and  demanded  for  the  welfare  of  our 
beautiful,  home-like  city. 

The  masses  of  our  great  and  glorious  country  are  in  the  midst  of  the  greatest 
struggle  ever  known  in  our  history  for  the  existence  of  themselves  and  families,  and 
owing  to  the  general  business  depression  that  has  swept  over  these  United  States, 
who  is  there  amongst  us  that  has  not  felt  the  hard  times;  and.  Gentlemen  of  this 
Common  Council,  the  people  of  this  city,  irrespective  of  politics,  demand  from  you 
a  government  of  our  city  affairs  the  coming  year  that  will  be  progressive,  up  to 
date  and  economical  in  the  broadest  sense  of  the  word.  Until  that  much  heralded 
bird  with  the  beautiful  plumage,  know  by  some  as  "prosperity,"  returns  to  our 
shores  again,  let  us  consider  w^ell  before  we  act  upon  all  costly  and  important 
measures,  and  where  these  improvements  are  not  absolute!}^  needed  for  the  health 
and  natural  growth  of  our  city ,  defer  them  until  the  good  times  return. 

There  are  a  few  matters  wdiich  demand  your  immediate  attention  and  action,  and 
to  these  I  will  refer  more  fully  below.  Some  of  these  matters  have  been  talked 
over  by  each  successive  council,  but  through  poor  advice  or  a  lack  of  backbone  to 
take  tUem  up  and  finally  dispose  of  them,  they  have  quietly  been  laid  aside  for  the 
next  council,  as  some  one  else  would  then  have  to  take  the  responsibility  of  dis- 
pleasing the  favored  few. 

The  financial  condition  of  our  city,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  Comptroller 
Pond,  is  of  the  best,  and  our  bonds  have  brought  prices  higher  than  those  obtained 
for  the  same  class  of  securities  of  other  cities,  Notwithstanding  these  hard  times, 
the  closeness  of  money  and  the  croaking  of  false  prophets,  we  have  simply  been 
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over-run  with  bids  for  our  bonds  whenever  advertised  for  sale,  and  at  prices  that 
have  been  satisfactory  to  the  most  skeptical. 

The  conduct  of  the  office  of  Comptroller  by  Mr.  Poud  cannot  be  too  highly  com- 
mended, and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  testifying  to  his  worth  and  efficiency  in  this 
office. 

Much  good  work  has  been  done  in  the  Department  of  Water  and  Sewers  the  pas:} 
year  by  your  committee  and  the  entire  Board  of  Aldermen ;  but  much  more  important 
work  must  be  accomplished  the  coming  season  if  we  are  to  finally  give  to  the  city, 
what  we  must  give  to  make  it  an  ideal  home  city,  an  abundant  water  supply  of 
good  quality,  and  proper  sewer  outlet. 

On  your  Committee  of  Water  and  Sewers  will  devolve  in  a  large  measure  the 
solution  of  these  problems,  and  whatever  is  done  should  be  done  in  a  thorough 
manner,  and  while  the  question  of  economy  should  be  carefully  considered,  an 
expenditure  sufficient  to  obtain  the  best  possible  expert  information  should  be  made. 
Poor  counsel  is  not  cheap  at  any  price,  while  reliable  facts  and  information  are  not 
dear  at  any  reasonable  figure.  The  sewer  outlet  question  has  been  so  fully  discussed 
of  late  that  I  am  sure  the  committee  can  consider  this  matter  intelligently. 

The  importance  to  our  city  of  the  water  and  sewer  questions  behooves  the  Water 
and  Sewer  Committee  to  prompt  action,  and  may  they  succeed  where  others  have 
failed. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature  a  Water  Commission  was  appointed  by 
Mayor  Lewis,  whose  duty  it  was  to  report  to  this  Common  Council  on  November  1, 
1896,  upon  the  advisability  of  our  city  acquiring  its  own  water  plant,  or  recom- 
mending some  plan  or  plans  whereby  the  consumers  would  be  benefitted  and  an 
abundant  supply  of  pure,  wholesome  water  guaranteed  for  the  future  of  our  grow- 
ing city.  As  yet,  no  final  report  has  been  received  from  the  Water  Commission 
and  the  preliminary  report  simply  contained  information  that  was  previously 
known  to  many  city  officials. 

The  commission  has  probably  spent  the  money  allowed  it  under  the  act  and  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  it  clearly  failed  to  performed  its  duty  in  not  making  a  final 
report  of  some  kind  at  the  time  specified  in  the  act.  when  its  duties  ceased.  It 
may  have  some  good  reasons  and  excuses  for  the  delay,  but  one  year  has  gone  by 
and  the  public  are  not  aware  that  the  solution  of  the  water  question  has  been 
reached,  or  that  their  material  interests  are  any  further  advanced. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Street  Committee  are  closely  allied  in 
the  proper  care  of  our  streets  and  sidewalks  and  all  that  pertains  to  this  branch  of 
our  city  government. 

In  my  message  to  your'Honorable  Body  last  year  I  called  your  attention  to  cer- 
tain improvements  that  should  be  made  in  different  sections  of  our  city,  and  while 
the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Sidewalk  did  partially  follow  out  my  suggestions, 
they  did  not  go  far  enough.  The  district  embraced  within  the  territory  bounded 
by  Bridge  street  on  the  south,  Lincoln  avenue  on  the  north.  North  Fourth  avenue 
on  the  west  and  Crary  avenue  on  the  east  must  be  drained  of  all  surface  water,  and 
that  at  once.  By  what  means  and  at  what  expense  must  be  determined  by  your 
committee  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  This  area  in  its  present  condi- 
tion is  a  menace  to  health  and  an  epidemic  breeded.  The  conditions  as  they  exist 
must  be  met  and  remedied. 

Another  matter  of  great  importance  is  the  planting  and  preserving  of  our  shade 
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trees  on  all  residential  streets.  There  is  nothing  adds  so  much  to  the  beauty  of  our 
home-like  city  as  our  trees.  A  map  showing  the  location  of  each  sidewalk  and 
each  shade  tree  in  front  of  each  lot  should  be  filed  in  the  commissioner's  ofiice  and, 
when  once  done,  a  record  could  be  preserved  for  all  time  to  come.  By  systematiz- 
ing this  work  it  would  greatly  simplyfy  matters  and  your  Board  could  yearly 
notify  all  parties  to  plant  trees  wherever  needed.  This  work  would  show  for 
itself  and  in  a  few  years  would  change  the  appearance  of  many  of  our  streets  and 
avenues  into  beautiful  thoroughfares,  where  now  the  absence  of  trees  prevents  a 
uniform  and  handsome  appearance.  As  speedily  as  possible  all  of  the  deep  paved 
gutters  at  street  crossings  should  be  removed  and  replaced  with  the  modern  iron 
covered  culvert,  thus  giving  those  who  drive,  or  ride  bicycles,  a  smooth,  regular 
road- bed. 

So  many  of  the  public  are  enthusiastic  wheelmen  that  we  should  pay  much  atten- 
tion to  these  small  details  of  road  making,  as  nothing  adds  more  to  the  popularity 
of  a  city  in  these  bicycle  times  than  good  roads. 

More  care  should  govern  the  erection  of  telegraph,  telephone  and  electric  light 
poles  and  the  stringing  of  wires  in  our  city,  or  we  will  fairly  earn  the  title  of  "the 
city  of  poles  and  wires." 

No  plans  or  engineering  v/ork  should  be  ordered  for  our  streets  or  avenues 
unless  it  is  proposed  to  proceed  with  the  v>rork  at  once. 

Our  fire  department  is  in  its  usual  eflicient  condition  and  has  proven  many  times 
during  the  year  that  it  is  organized  for  active  service  and  is  equal  to  any  paid  de- 
partment. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  individual  fire  commissioners,  chief  en- 
gineer, assistant  engineers  and  officers  of  the  different  companies  for  the  wonderful 
discipline  shown  by  the  entire  department.  The  rank  and  file  are  of  the  best  of 
our  citizens  and  their  obedience  to  orders  and  attention  to  duty  equals  any  paid 
department  it  has  ever  been  my  pleasure  to  inspect. 

Our  city  should  own  the  fire  houses,  as  the  saving  on  this  item  of  rent  alone 
would  allow  for  the  much  needed  improvements  in  our  fire  alarm  system,  and  also 
provide  many  other  items  for  the  department  which  would  greatly  aid  the  work 
of  the  department  without  the  men  sacrificing  too  much,  personally,  for  glory. 

A  great  deal  of  discussion  and  very  little  material  benefit  has  been  accomplished 
during  the  year  towards  improving  the  ordinances  relating  to  the  fire  limits.  The 
restrictions  placed  on  East  Third  street  from  Fulton  to  Columbus  avenue  is  detri- 
mental to  this  section  and  very  unjust  to  lot  owners  on  this  avenue  and  should  be 
removed  without  further  delay. 

North  Third  avenue  from  Prospect  to  Lincoln  avenues.  Bridge  street  from  North 
Fourth  avenue  to  Crary  avenue,  Crary  avenue  from  Sidney  to  Prospect  avenues, 
North  street  from  North  Fourth  avenue  to  Crary  avenue,  and  North  Fourth 
avenue  from  North  street  to  Lincoln  avenue  should  all  be  embraced  in  the  fire  dis- 
trict immediately. 

In  my  message  last  year,  I  recommended  the  revision  of  most  of  our  ordi- 
nances, and  after  considerable  hard  work,  some  few  changes  for  the  better  have 
been  made ;  but  there  are  many  corrections  and  changes  that  can  be  made  that 
will  benefit  our  citizens  and  the  treasury,  and  I  hope  your  Committee  on  By-Laws 
and  ordinances  will  give  these  matters  their  early  attention. 

For  several  years  the  expenditure  for  street  lighting  has  always  exceeded  the 
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appropriation  and  too  many  lights  are  erected  simply  to  please  the  favored 
few.  More  care  should  be  used  in  placing  street  lights,  and  then  they  should 
be  placed  where  they  will  protect  our  citizens  and  the  travelling  public. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  performed  by  our  Health  Board  the  past 
year.  The  Board  has  fearlessly  performed  its  duty  and  accomplished  great  good 
for  the  health  of  our  citizens.  The  taxpayers  certainly  should  appreciate  the 
public  spirit  shown  by  the  gentlemen  composing  the  Board  v^-hen  they  so  ably 
serve  the  public  interests  without  any  remuneration  whatever. 

Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  obtain  whatever  redress  possible  from  the 
North  Mount  Vernon  Baih-oad  and  compel  them  to  give  our  citizens  the  service 
promised  when  the  francliise  was  obtained,  or  to  forfeit  their  rights  and  road-bed, 
that  we  may  be  enabled  to  grant  the  privileges  to  a  responsible  and  established^ 
corporation  who  will  give  us  the  accommodations  desired. 

The  entire  Board  of  Aldermen  spent  many  long  evenings  last  winter  framing 
and  devising  amendments  to  our  city  charter,  solely  in  the  interests  of  our  citizens 
and  taxpayers,  and  not  only  was  their  time  given  for  naught,  but  the  framing, 
typewriting  and  other  incidental  expenses  costing  the  taxpayers  about  $400,  was 
simply  thrown  away  by  the  Governor  of  our  State  failing  to  act  on  these  four 
charter  amendments,  after  having  passed  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  and 
approved  by  our  Common  Council  and  the  Mayor,  and  not  a  voice  raised  in 
public  against  a  single  measure  as  adopted  by  you,  and  then  to  have  them  fail  of 
signature  is  clearly  the  work  of  a  foe  of  the  city's  interests  and  a  failure  of  our 
Governor  to  perform  his  sworn  duty. 

A  special  committee  from  this  Board  consisting  of  five  members,  one  from  each 
ward,  should  be  appointed  on  insurance,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  investigate  our 
insurance  rates,  confer  with  the  Board  of  Underwriters  and  insurance  companies, 
ascertain  the  grounds  and  cause  for  our  high  insurance  rates  and  if  tlie  cause  can  be 
removed  oifer  the  necessary  recommendations  to  your  Board,  or  the  citizens,  that 
the  public  may  receive  this  much  needed  and  long  hoped  for  benefit. 

The  management  of  our  Charity  Department  has  been  excellent  the  past  year; 
but,  ov/ing  to  the  hard  times,  many  able-bodied  men  were  unable  to  obtain  employ 
ment  and  were  obliged  to  ask  aid  from  the  Charity  Commissioner  of  our  city.  We 
could  not  allow  their  families  and  themselves  to  suffer  for  the  want  of  fuel  and 
eatables  when  they  could  not  get  employment,  or  earn  money  enough  to  provide  for 
their  families.  I  believe  in  practical  charity,  and  some  understanding  should  be 
had  between  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  the  Commissioner  of  Charities, 
whereby  these  men,  some  of  whom  are  property  holders  in  our  city,  will  be  enabled 
to  secure  employment  under  the  municipality,  receiving  in  exchange  the  money 
honestly  earned,  which  would  otherwise  be  given  them  in  charity.  With  such  a 
co-operation  between  the  heads  of  these  two  departments  the  city  will  receive  a 
return  in  labor  for  its  expenditure,  and  the  recipient  will,  in  his  city,  be  relieved 
from  the  sting  of  the  stigma  that  invariably  accompanies  the  giving  of  charity, 
either  public  or  private.  The  opportunity  of  honest  emplo3nnent  thus  afforded, 
will  in  addition  prove  one  of  the  best  tests  of  the  worthiness  of  the  applicant. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  better  accommodate  our  whcclwomen  and  wheel- 
men; and  as  they  represent,  by  a  large  majority,  the  bulk  of  our  population,  their 
views  and  wishes  on  matters  pertaining  to  their  interests  should  be  carefully  con- 
sidered.   The  League  of  American  Wheelmen  intends  to  petition  your  Honorable 
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Board  to  grant  it  permission  to  erect  two  drinking  fountains  within  our  city,  and 
such  permission  should  be  granted  and  the  water  furnished  by  the  cit3^ 

For  the  courtesies  extended  to  me  by  the  retiring  Board  of  Aldermen,  I  return  my 
thanks,  and  sincerely  hope  that  my  relations  with  the  present  Board  during  the 
coming  year  may  be  pleasant  and  agreeable  to  us  all. 

I  consider  it  a  just  debt  to  pay  tribute  to  the  members  of  the  different  Boards 
connected  with  our  city  government,  namely  the  Health  Board,  Police  Board,  Fire 
Commissioners  and  Civil  Service  Board,  all  of  whom  give  their  time  and  attention 
for  the  benefit  of  their  fellow  citizens,  without  any  consideration  whatever,  except 
it  be  said  that  they  served  the  city  faithfully  and  well,  for  glory  alone. 

To  the  Corporation  Counsel,  Mr.  David  Swits,  I  return  my  thanks  for  his  close 
attention  to  his  public  duties  and  kind  and  courteous  treatment  of  all  public  officials. 

I  recognize  the  excellent  manner  in  which  our  City  Clerk,  Mr.  Jenkins,  has 
performed  all  his  arduous  duties,  and  highly  commend  liim  for  his  obliging  dispo- 
sition and  uniform  politeness  and  attention  to  the  public  and  officials  alike. 

To  all  those  city  officials  with  whom  I  have  been  brought  in  contact  through  my 
official  capacity  I  extend  my  thanks  for  their  co-operation  and  help  in  the  manage- 
ment of  our  city's  affairs. 

During  the  coming  year  we  arc  to  care  for  and  administer  the  vast  business 
interests  of  this  municipality,  our  home.  It  is  to  us  that  our  neighbors  and  fellow- 
citizens  look  for  a  faithful  and  efficient  conduct  of  this  trust  they  have  reposed  in  us. 

In  the  performance  of  this  duty,  I  ask  the  earnest  assistance  and  co-operation  of 
you,  gentlemen,  for  it  is  with  these  alone  that  I  can  most  efficiently  perform  that 
share  of  the  burden  allotted  to  me  in  my  capacity  as  Chief  Executive.  I  sincerely 
trust  that  the  weight  of  our  labors  during  the  forthcoming  year  will  be  lightened 
by  this  hearty  co-operation  of  yourselves  with  the  Executive,  as  by  it  we  can  best 
give  to  Mount  Vernon  the  wise,careful  and  business-like  administration  her  citizens 
expect  from  us. 

In  these,  our  mutual  efforts,  gentlemen,  I  earnestly  ask  for  your  assistance  and 
co-labor.

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REPORT  OF  LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

Mount  Vernon,  N.  Y.,  June  10th,  1897. 
To  the  Hon.  Edwin  W.  Fiske,  Mayor,  of  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon,  N.  Y. 

My  Dear  Sir — In  compliance  witli  your  request,  I  submit  the  following  report  of 
transactions  by  the  Law  Department  of  the  city  for  the  past  year. 

The  amount  of  labor  performed  by  this  department,  as  you  are  aware,  is  consider- 
able, and  naturally  increases  with  each  ensuing  year,  owing  to  the  march  of 
improvement,  the  expanding  business  of  the  various  departments  of  the  city 
government,  the  many  claims  and  suits  for  damages  by  reason  of  accidents  to  the 
person  upon  the  public  highways,  and  alleged  injury  to  property,  caused  by  the 
varied  street  improvements,  etc. 

It  is  the  province  of  this  department  not  only  to  advise  with  and  conduct  the  legal 
business  of  the  cit}'-  as  administered  by  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council,  but  extends 
also  to  the  Board  of  Education,  Board  of  Health,  Police  Department,  The  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners  and  in  fact  all  the  administrative  and  ministerial  officers  of  the 
city,  each  of  whom  have  made  more  or  less  demand  upon  the  time,  attention  and 
services  of  this  department.  This,  together  with  the  time  and  labor  expended  in 
the  preparation  of  the  many  bills  introduced  in  the  last  Legislature,  relating  to  this 
municipality  has  made  the  last  year  a  busy  one  for  tliis  office. 

A  large  amount  of  litigation  either  on  behalf  of  or  against  the  city  has  been 
taken  care  of  during  the  jcs,r,  embracing  about  twenty  cases,  involving  upwards  of 
thirty  thousand  dollars  in  claims  for  damages  and  otherwise,  and  those  not  tried 
and  disposed  of,  I  believe  are  in  such  a  satisfactory  condition  that  the  city  will 
eventually  escape  liabilit}''  in  all  of  them.  A  vast  amount  of  time  and  attention  has 
been  required  of  this  department  in  the  course  of  these  litigations  in  attendance  at 
Court  and  before  Referees,  and  in  the  examination  and  investigation  of  the  law  and 
the  facts  applicable  thereto.  The  city  has  several  judgments  in  its  favor  for  costs 
in  different  actions  and  proceedings,  aggregating  quite  a  considerable  sum,  most  of 
which,  I  believe,  will  be  eventually  collected.  It  has  also  a  judgment  agaiast  the 
sureties  upon  the  bond  of  the  late  City  Clerk,  which  now  amounts  to  about  twenty- 
five  hundred  ($2,500)  dollars,  secured  after  a  sharply  contested  litigation,  which  is 
collectible,  and  negotiations  are  now  pending,  I  understand,  having  in  view  an 
adjustment  of  the  same. 

Both  time  and  space  prohibit  my  giving  in  detail  the  work  performed  by  this 
department  in  the  various  sewer  and  street  improvements,  the  matters  connected 
with  the  Board  of  Health  in  dealing  with  the  many  varied  and  important  problems 
it  has  been  called  upon  to  solve  during  the  past  year  in  the  preservation  of  the  public 
health,  abatement  of  nuisances  etc..  but  suffice  it  to  say  that  innumerable  opinions 
and  untold  advice  has  been  given  to  all  branches  of  our  local  government  during 
the  period  referred  to,  and  during  that  time  the  Corporation  Counsel  has  been 
called  upon  to  devote  not  only  his  time  by  day,  but  his  nights  as  well,  to  the  affairs 
of  the  city,  and,  if  the  demand  in  the  future  keeps  pace  with  that  of  the  past,  it 
will  soon  be  beyond  the  power  of  any  one  individual  to  cope  with. 

I  have  been  called  upon  repeatedly  to  attend  minor  prosecutions  in  our  local 
courts  for  violation  of  city  ordinances  and  other  offenses,  and  on  all  occasions  have 
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responded  to  the  request  of  the  Police  in  that  direction,  which  I  do  not  believe  to 
be  within  the  scope  of  the  duties  of  this  ofBce,  but  which  seems  to  be  necessary  to 
compel  a  proper  observance  of  our  ordinances  and  the  laws  relating  to  this  city, 
although  it  adds  quite  a  burden,  in  consideration  of  the  many  duties  directly 
devolving  upon  this  department. 

The  necessary  proceedings  have  been  instituted  for  the  acquisition  of  lands 
deemed  necessary  for  the  construction  of  our  outlet  sewer  in  the  Vernon  Park 
District,  and,  as  one  of  the  owners  of  property  to  be  taken  has  interposed  an  answer 
denying  the  necessity  of  the  land  in  question  for  such  proposed  purpose  and  alleg- 
ing that  it  is  a  scheme  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  acquire  a  valuable  water  front,  the 
matter  has  been  sent  b}''  the  Court  to  a  Keferee  to  determine  that  question  upon  the 
proof  to  be  submitted,  and  such  investigation  is  now  under  way,  with  what,  I 
anticipate,  will  be  a  favorable  result  to  the  city. 

While  it  is  entirely  impossible  in  a  report  of  this  charter,  as  I  have  before 
intimated,  to  give  in  detail  any  accurate  account  of  the  work  performed,  owing 
to  the  peculiar  character  of  it.  tlie  diversity  of  the  subjects  it  embraces,  and 
the  numerous  points  and  questions  involved,  I  have  endeavored  to  give  a  general 
outline  of  what  is  required  from  this  branch  of  the  city  government,  and  partially 
acquaint  you  with  what  has  been  done  by  it  since  you  assumed  the  office  of  Chief 
Executive  of  this  city. 

Thanking  you  for  the  courtesy  extended  and  the  consideration  shown  me  during

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BEPOBT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONER  OF 
PUBLIC  WORKS. 

Hon.  E.  W.  Fiske,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Mouut  Vernon. 

Dear  Sir— Tlie  past  year  has  been  marked  by  sleady  and  snbstantial  ailvaucc  in 
the  way  of  improvements  that  more  than  anything  liitherto  undertaken  will  ,s;ivc 
character  and  dignity  to  our  city  in  future  years.  I  refer  in  particular  to  the 
regulating  and  grading  of  two  new,  broad  avenues,  South  Fulton  and  East  Lincoln 
avenues;  these  now  furnish  inviting  entrances  to  our  city  from  the  south  and  east-" 
We  have  also  added  materiidly  to  the  already  large  list  of  improved  streets  within 
the  more  populous  district. 

Pi'obably  the  most  important  division  of  this  department  is  that  of  the  engineering, 
as  work  of  construction,  be  it  performed  in  the  best  possible  manner,  can  never  be 
efficient  or  satisfactory  if  executed  on  faulty  designs.  During  the  past  year  all 
engineering  work  has  been  performed  by  the  Commissioner  and  assistants  emploj'ed 
directly  by  the  department.  This  method  has  residtcd  in  a  better  service  at 
diminished  cost,  with  the  additional  advantage  of  possessing  the  original  field  notes.

Special  effort  has  been  made  to  notify  and  induce  the  owners  of  property  to  lay 
their  flagging,  with  the  very  gratifying  result  that  about  two-thirds  of  them  have 
done  so,  leaving  only  one-third  to  be  assessed  against  the  property. 

The  work  done  during  the  past  three  years  on  the  streets,  both  of  construction 
and  repairs,  has  been  so  thorough  in  its  character  that  on  the  whole  they  are  in 
excellent  condition  for  this  season  of  the  year. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  property  of  the  city  one  patent  snow-plow,  one 
sprinkler  and  one  steel  cart. 

During  the  past  winter  the  field  headquarters  of  the  department  was  removed 
from  the  city  lot  at  Eleventh  avenue  and  First  street  to  a  lot  at  Pearl  street  and 
Lincoln  avenue,  the  city  lot  graded,  fenced  and  seeded. 

A  new  shed  has  been  erected  on  the  Pearl  street  lot  for  the  proper  housing  of  the 
city  property.  With  these  additional  implements  and  facilities,  the  department  is 
fuily  equipped  for  any  service  required. 

Some  improvement  has  been  made  to  the  office  facilities  by  enclosmg  a  portion 
of  the  Council  Chamber  for  a  draughting  room,  but  this  is  only  a  makeshift 
arrangement,  pending  completion  of  the  new  municipal  offices,  when  the  much 
needed  fire-proof  vault  will  give  protection  to  the  maps  and  records,  and  admit  of 
their  being  properly  indexed  and  arranged. 

I  take  pleasure  in  recognizing  the  cordial  co-operation  of  your  Honor,  also  of  the 
Common  Council  and  heads  of  departments  of  our  city  government,  with  nearly  all 
of  whom  I  have  been  brought  in  intimate  contact,  also  my  assistants  and  associates, 
and  hope  our  endeavors  have  merited  your  approbation  as  well  as  that  of  our 
citizens.

Dear  Sir- -I  "would  respectfully  report  that  from  the  date  of  my  appointment  as 
Building  Inspector  on  June  17th.  1896,  to  the  1st  day  of  June,  1897,  there  have  been 
219  permits  issued  from  this  office  for  alterations  and  new  buildings. 

I  have  also  given  permission  for  ten  alterations  that  came  under  ordinary  repairs 
that  did  not  require  the  filing  of  plans  nor  permits. 

The  owners  of  buildings  requiring  fire-escapes  have  attended  to  same  under  the 
direction  of  this  office. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  Section  No.  3  of  "an  amended  ordinance 
relating  to  the  construction  of  buildings"  be  amended  so  that  it  be  necessary  to  have 
a  fire  stop  on  each  floor  of  buildings  constructed  in  the  Ballon  style. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  Section  No.  4  be  amended  so  that  the  basement 
walls  of  dwelling  houses  not  over  36  feet  in  height  and  not  over  25  feet  in  width, 
if  of  brick,  shall  be  not  less  than  13  inches  thick  below  grade,  12  inches  thick  for 
the  first  story  and  8  inches  thick  for  the  other  stories. 

Also  the  walls  of  dwelling  houses  over  36  feet  and  not  over  50  feet  in  height 
shall  be  16  inches  below  grade,  if  of  brick,  and  all  foundation  walls  for  dwelling 
houses  over  36  feet  and  not  over  50  feet  in  height  shall  be  20  inches  thick  if  built  of 
stone.

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 


Mount  Yernou,  N.  Y.,  June  1st,  1897. 

Hon.  Edwin  W.  Fiske,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon. 

Dear  Sir — I  have  the  honor  of  making  the  following  report  to  you  of  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year  ending  May  31st,  1897. 

There  have  been  many  important  questions  before  this  Board  during  the  past 
year,  some  have  been  settled  and  some  are  still  under  consideration, 

Probabl}'-  the  most  thorough  investigation  of  our  millc  supply  that  has  ever  been 
made  was  made  during  the  last  few  months,  and  we  now  have  a  record  of  every 
dairy  where  milk  is  obtained  for  the  supply  of  this  city,  showing  its  sanitary  con- 
dition at  the  time  of  inspection,  the  number  of  cows  kept,  condition  of  the  same, 
feed  used,  etc.,  etc.  Frequent  inspections  are  now  being  made  to  see  that  the  san- 
itary condition  of  these  places  is  as  it  should  be  and  that  the  milk  furnished  is  up 
to  the  standard. 

The  drainage  from  the  Infant  Asylum  has  probably  received  more  consideration 
than  any  other  one  thing  during  the  year.  We  believe  this  to  be  only  a  small  por. 
tion  of  the  pollution  of  the  Asylum  Brook,  and  that  but  little  would  be  gained  by 
forcing  them  to  discontinue  their  present  system,  wlieu  the  Wartburg  Asykim  drain- 
age and  that  from  Corcoran  Manor  continue  to  run  into  the  same  brook. 

One  of  the  most  important  considerations  for  the  growth  and  prosperit}^  of  our 
city  is  its  healthfulness.  A  great  many  improvements  in  this  direction  have  been 
made,  but  still  there  remain  places  which  should  not  be  allowed  to  exist. 

One  place  to  which  I  have  particular  reference  is  the  property  just  west  of  NorMi 
Fourth  avenue,  between  Sidney  and  Lincoln.  It  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  a 
catch  basin  for  the  surface  drainage  on  the  north,  west  and  east.  The  intersection 
should  be  properly  drained  as  the  only  means  of  removing  a  swamp  from  what 
might  otherwise  be  a  valuable  portion  of  the  city. 

I  referred  last  year  in  my  report  to  the  necessity  for  some  provision  for  cases  of 
contageous  disease. 

I  must  again  emphasize  the  necessity.    We  have  no  means  of  providing  for  cases 
except  the  old  small-pox  tents,  which  are  impracticable  at  some  seasons  of  the  year. 
A  building  should  be  provided  for  this  purpose,  in  order,  that  at  any  time,  cases 
I  could  be  properly  isolated. 

1     My  report  of  Vital  Statistics  is  prepared  on  practically  the  same  schedule  as  that 
i  of  last  year,  in  order  that  comparisons  may  be  made  between  this  year  and  last. 
There  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  reported  cases  of  contageous 
disease  during  the  past  year  and  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths,  although  the 
I  decrease  in  deaths  has  not  been  in  preportion  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases.

Out  of  26  reported  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  died,  a  percentage  of  3. 85.  Of 
17  cases  of  Diphtheria,  6  died,  a  percentage  of  35.29.  Of  8  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever,  3  died,  a  percentage  of  37.50,  and  of  6  cases  of  Measles,  2  died,  a  percentage 
of  33.33. 

These  mortality  rates  arc  very  high,  based  as' they  are  on  the  number  of  reported 
cases.    Unfortunately,  cases  have  existed  and  recovered  without  being  reported. 

This  negligence  on  the  part  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  report  contageous  dis- 
eases makes  our  mortality  for  contageous  disease  high. 

The  Second  Ward,  which  heretofore  has  had  a  large  percentage  of  the  cases  of 
contageous  diseases,  I  find  has  improved  this  year,  there  being  12  cases  with  a 
population  of  3,116,  or  3.85  per  1000  inhabitants.  The  relative  number  in  the  First 
and  Fourth  Wards  is  very  close  to  that  of  the  Second,  the  First  Ward  having  8 
cases  with  a  population  of  2603,  or  3.07  per  1000  inhabitants,  and  the  Fourth  Ward- 
having  19  cases  with  a  population  of  5017  or  3.79  per  1000  inhabitants.  The  Third 
Ward  has  the  lowest  number,  3,  with  a  population  of  2404,  or  1.25  per  1000 
inhabitants,  and  the  Fifth  has  the  highest  number,  15  cases,  with  a  population  of 
2373,  or  6.32  per  1000  inhabitants.

In  the  entire  city,  exclusive  of  the  Infant  Asylum,  from  all  causes,  we  had  272 
deaths,  or  17.53  per  1000  inhabitants,  being  a  little  lower  relatively  than  during  the 
previous  eleven  mouths,  when  we  had  266  deaths. 

It  has  been  recognized  within  the  past  few  years  that  Phthisis  (Consumption)  is 
a  contageous  disease,  and  one  that  causes  more  deaths  in  the  United  States  than  all 
other  contageous  diseases  combined.  In  this  city  8.82  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  were 
from  consumption  in  some  form,  and  there  were  twice  as  many  deaths  from  this 
source  as  from  all  other  contageous  diseases  combined.  It  is  disseminated  very 
largely  through  milk  from  tuberculous  cows,  hence  the  necessity  of  rigid  inspection 
both  by  Municipality  and  State,  to  rid  us  of  this  source  of  disease  which,  if  elimi- 
nated, will,  I  believe,  make  tuberculosis  as  scarce  as  small-pox  has  been  since 
vaccination  has  been  cumpulsory. 

The  death  rate  at  the  Infant  Asylum  has  beeen  lower  this  year  than  last,  th^ 
number  of  deaths  being  182  and  last  year  212  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  ha\ 
accommodated  more  children  this  year  than  last. 

The  number  of  births  was,  male  85,  female  74,  total  159,  marriages  131.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 


Mount  Vernon,  K  Y.,  June  10th,  1897. 
Hon.  Edwin  W.  Fiske,  Mayor  City  of  Mount  Vernon. 

Dear  Sir— In  compliance  with  your  request,  we  herewith  submit  the  annual 
report  of  the  Police  Department  from  May  1st,  1896,  to  May  1st,  1897,  being  the 
second  year  of  the  existence  of  this  Board. 

As  tlie  Department  has  been  vastly  improved  during  the  past  year,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  go  back  to  its  condition  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  Police 
Board, 

On  April  30th,  1895,  when  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  was  organized, 
they  found  that  the  force  consisted  of  eleven  men  including  the  Chief,  at  an  annual 
expense  of  over  $13,000  per  year,  with  equipments  which  were  comparatively 
nothing,  the  discipline  was  as  good  as  the  existing  circumstances  would  warrant 
and  the  headquarters  was  of  the  poorest,  its  sanitary  condition  w^as  such  that  an 
inspection  by  the  State  Prison  Inspector  would  condemn  the  station. 

Since  that  time  the  force  has  been  increased  to  fourteen  men,  including  the  Chief, 
at  an  annual  expense  of  $15,000,  a  patrol  wagon  service  established  and  a  mounted 
officer  detailed  for  patrolling  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  improvements  wdiich  are 
highly  appreciated  by  the  citizens,  and  of  great  value  to  the  department. 

The  transportation  of  prisoners  to  place  of  sentence  was  formerly  performed  by 
the  city  at  an  expense  of  nearly  $1,200  per  3^ear.  This  item  has  been  largely  reduced 
since  this  work  lias  been  performed  by  the  department,  costing  the  city  during 
the  past  year  only  $113.70,  which  amo\mt  is  paid  out  of  the  Police  Fund. 

A  police  telephone  system  has  been  added  and  ten  stations  established,  pkicing  all 
sections  of  the  city  in  direct  communication  with  the  headquarters,  and  is  of  inval- 
uable service  to  the  department. 

The  force  of  special  officers,  consisting  of  twenty  five  men,  has  been  reorganized 
as  well  as  the  regular  force,  and  we  can  say  that  all  of  them  are  men  who  can  be 
relied  upon,  which  is  of  great  help  to  such  a  small  department. 

Special  officers  engaged  as  night-watchmen  have  uniformed  themselves  at  their 
own  expense,  the  uniform  being  adopted  by  tliis  Board. 

On  December  1st,  1896,  the  headquarters  was  transferred  to  the  new  building  on 
South  3rd  avenue,  which  is  considered  one  of  the  finest  of  its  kind  in  the  State  and 
a  credit  to  our  city. 

Our  Treasurer's  report  has  been  handed  to  you  and  is  well  worthy  of  inspection, 
showing  a  balance  of  $529.77,  notwithstanding  the  extra  expense  of  fitting  up  the 
new  station. 

The  enforcement  of  the  Dog  Ordinance  which  was  made  a  part  of  the  special 
work  of  the  department  during  the  past  year,  has  netted  the  city  over  $2,300, 
formerly  amounting  to  only  about  $300  annually. 
The  following  report  will  show  the  work  of  the  department  during  the  past  year.

Dear  Sir — Agreeable  to  your  request  we  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the 
annual  report  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  the  year  ending  June  1,  1897. 

During  the  past  year  this  commission  has  called  and  held  four  examinations  of 
applicants  for  the  following  positions:  Sanitary  Inspector,  Patrolmen,  Inspectors 
of  Sewers  and  Inspectors  of  Streets. 

These  examinations  were  all  conducted  in  the  Common  Council  Chambers,  and 
we  append  the  result  of  each,  as  follows: 

Examinations  of  applicants  for  Sanitary  Inspector  was  held  on  July  13th,  1896. 
Of  the  nine  who  competed,  but  two  qualified,  attaining  a  proficiency  of  96J  and 
721  per  cent. 

The  examination  of  applicants  for  Patrolmen  was  held  on  October  8th,  1896. 
Twelve  candidates  were  examined,  of  which  number,  eight  qualified  with  the  fol- 
lowing percentages,  99,  97,  95,  93,  86,  80,  79  and  76. 

Applicants  for  the  position  of  Sewer  Inspectors,  were  examined  on  March  27th, 
1897,  when  eight  applicants  were  examined,  three  of  whom  qualified  and  were 
placed  on  the  eligible  list. 

Applicants  for  the  position  of  Street  Inspectors  were  also  examined  on  the  same 
date.  Thirteen  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  which  number,  ten  qualified 
and  were  placed  upon  the  eligible  list. 

In  presenting  this  brief  report  the  Commission  desires  particularly  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  very  satisfactory  result  of  these  competitive  examinations  made 
during  the  past  year.  Practical  in  their  character,  they  have  been  the  means  of 
determining  the  relative  capacity  and  fitness  of  the  persons  seeking  positions  in  the 
departments  of  the  Municipal  Government,  and  proves  conclusively  the  merits  of 
the  Civil  Service,  and  we  believe  that  the  successful  competitors  holding  these 
positions  in  the  several  departments  have  ad'ded  materially  to  those  branches  of  the 
service  to  which  the  Civil  service  regulations  apply.

I  have  relieved  two  hundred  and  Ave  (205)  families  in  various  amounts,  according 
to  their  necessities,  by  giving  orders  on  tradesmen  for  the  following  articles:  Coal 
$981.39,  groceries  $149.13,  medicines  $04.20.  I  have  directed  fourteen  (14)  burials 
at  a  cost  of  $194.00;  committed  seventeen  (17)  persons  to  the  County  Alms  House 
and  four  (4)  children  to  the  Temporary  Home  at  an  expense  for  transportation  of 
$45.00.    Tolal  $1,463.72. 

There  have  been  received  and  treated  at  the  Mount  Vernon  Hospital,  for  different 
periods  at  an  expense  of  $322.42,  eleven  (11)  patients  who  were  considered  by  the 
City  Physician  and  myself  to  be  chargeable  to  the  city  according  to  recent  resolu- 
tions adopted  by  the  Common  Council  and  approved  by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
thus  making  an  aggregate  total  of  $1,786.14  authorized  and  expended  by  me  during 
the  past  year  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  said  city.

The  companies  are  well  housed  with  the  exception  of  Protection  Engine  Co 
and  we  would  suggest  that  when  the  present  lease  expires,  new  quarters  will  bo 
provided  for  them. 

Your  Commissioners  recommend  the  rewiring  of  the  entire  alarm  system,  as  it  is 
at  present  in  very  bad  condition  and  liable  to  break  down  at  any  moment. 
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We  would  also  recommend  the  placing  of  additional  fire  alarm  boxes,  as  many 
parts  of  the  city  are  entirely  unprotected. 
Our  books  show  that  we  have  audited  bills  from  M^j  1st,  1896,  to  May  1st.  1897.

Gentlemen— Since  my  appointment  by  your  Board  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Mount  Vernon  Fire  Department,  the  city  has  purchased  the  fire  patrol  wagon  and 
all  of  the  companies  are  now  entirely  equipped  Avith  modern  apparatus. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  we  have  had  35  alarms. 

Amount  of  property  involved  $135,000  00 

Amount  of  losses   15,446  00 

Insurance  on  property  involved   107,200  00 

making  the  actual  percentage  of  loss  on  amount  of  property  involved,  about  11^ 
per  cent. 

I  Avould  respectfully  report  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  present  fire  alarm  system 
needs  an  entire  overhauling  and  rewiring,  as  it  is  liable  to  get  in  such  shape  at  any 
time  that  it  will  be  practically  useless. 

The  entire  line  should  be  gone  over,  rewired,  and  the  charge  of  batteries  and  line 
should  be  wholly  under  the  control  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  It  would  be  far  better 
and  much  more  satisfactory  to  have  the  city  have  the  entire  control  of  the  alarm 
system,  and  would  give  much  better  satisfaction  than  where  it  is  taken  care  of 
under  contract  by  parties  outside  of  the  department. 

I  return  thanks  to  your  Board  on  behalf  of  the  rank  and  file  of  our  department 
for  your  kind  consideration  of  their  wants  during  the  past  year,  and  feel  sure  that

nearly  all  of  our  citizens  appreciate  our  fire  department  and  the  work  done  by  its 
individual  officers  and  men. 

In  my  weekl}'-  reports  I  have  embodied  certain  recommendations  and  requests  for 
the  better  equipment  of  our  different  companies  and  hope  your  Board  will  take 
favorable  action  on  the  same, 

I  think  it  proper  at  this  time  to  a^nin  call  the  attention  of  your  Board  to  tlie 
quarters  provided  for  Protection  Engine  Company.  This  building  is  really  not  fit 
to  house  modern  apparatus,  owing  to  the  small  space  and  poor  arrangement  of  the 
first  floor. 

I  sincerely  hope  rome  arrangement  may  be  made  the  coming  year  when  better 
quarters  (more  in  keeping  with  the  work  done  by  the  company)  will  be  provided 
for  Protection  No.  2.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

To  the  Hon.  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon, 

Gentlemen— In  compliance  with  the  portion  of  the  city  charter  governing  the 
Board  of  Education,  (section  229  1,  consolidation  act  of  1894)  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  herewith,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education,  a  "detailed  report  of  the 
manner  in  which  it  has  expended  the  money  provided  for  and  appropriated  to 
school  purposes  from  any  source,  during  the  last  liscai  year  of  said  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, also  a  full  statement  of  the  bonded  or  other  indebtedness  of  the  district." 

As  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  absolute  compliance  with  the  law  as  to  the 
date  of  this  report  Avould  necessarily  make  it  incomplete,  since  it  would  cover  only 
eleven  montiis  of  the  fiscal  year,  whereas  a  months  delay  affords  an  opportunity  to 
embrace  all  the  operations  of  the  Board  during  its  fiscal  year,  which  closes  April 
30th.  As  there  appears  to  be  no  valid  objection  to  the  adoption  of  this  course,  it 
will  be  followed  in  the  future  as  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

The  Board  has  labored  unceasingly  and  with  all  its  energy  for  the  accomplishment 
of  a  single  aim  and  that  has  been  the  upbuilding  of  our  school  system  by  more 
complete  organization  and  economical  administration,  and  whenever  differences  of 
opinion  have  arisen  among  its  members  it  has  been  with  respect  to  methods  rather 
than  because  of  any  doubt  as  to  honesty  and  singleness  of  purpose.  As  a  result 
\he  Board  believes  that  our  schools  in  every  respect  are  now  better  than  they  were 
a  year  ago,  and  that,  taking  our  system  as  a  whole,  there  has  been  a  distinct  advance, 
in  other  words  that  we  are  better  prepared  to  take  care  of  our  constantly  increasing 
school  population,  that  our  edifices  are  in  good  and  etficient  repair,  that  our  corps 
of  teachers  ranks  comparatively  high  as  regards  acquirements,  teaching  capacity 
and  experience  and  that  the  results  obtained  have  not  been  surpassed  by  any  city 
of  equal  size  in  the  state. 

Furthermore,  the  Board  believes  that  its  efforts  have  been  duly  appreciated  by 
the  community  for  whom  they  have  unselfishly  labored,  and  this  is  not  only  satis- 
factory, but  it  puts  to  silence  captious  and  ignorant  criticism  and  inspires  confidence 
in  those  engaged  in  this  self  denying  work. 

On  the  11th  of  February,  1896,  the  budget  submitted  to  your  Honorable  Board 
for  the  requirements  of  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  was  as  follows:

The  collection  of  taxes  in  each  year  falls  short  of  the  amount  actually  required 
for  the  year's  disbursements  from  thirty  to  forty  per  cent.,  and  hence  the  necessity 
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for  the  sale  of  Tax  Relief  Bonds  to  cover  the  deficiency.  As  the  Board  is  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  as  far  as  its  financial  operations  are  concerned,  a  department 
of  the  Municipal  Government,  your  Honorable  Board  has  lieeu  requested  to  treat  its 
budget  in  the  same  manner  as  other  departments,  that  is,  that  the  Board  of 
Education  be  credited  each  year  in  the  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  with  the  total 
amount  of  its  budget.  Such  a  plan  would  very  much  simplify  the  book-keeping  of 
the  city  accounts  so  far  as  the  Board  of  Education  is  concerned,  would  allow  the 
Boord  to  take  advantage  of  any  balance  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  in  making  its 
next  budget  and  would  bring  all  delinquent  taxes  directly  under  the  control  of 
Lhe  Board  of  Aldermen.  It  is  hoped  that  this  sug-gestion  will  recommend  itself  to 
your  thoughtful  consideration  and  result  in  the  adoption  of  such  a  plan  as  will  in 
future  eliminate  the  chance  of  further  complication  in  this  respect. 

Of  the  balance  carried  over  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  3^ear,  $4.7-11.65  belongs  to  the 
General  Fund  and  $65,343.51  to  the  Loan  Fund,  the  latter  being  the  amount  avail- 
able for  the  construction  of  the  new  fligh  School  building.  In  addition  to  the  small 
balance  carried  over  in  the  General  Fund,  there  are  certain  credits  due  the  Board 
which  must  in  time  be  paid  and  which  will  be  used  in  reducing  the  annual  budget 
when  so  received.    These  are  as  follows:

The  first  item  above  is  now  being  adjusted  by  the  City  Comptroller;  the  second 
is  due  from  the  adjoining  school  district  but  has  not  been  paid  with  the  promptness 
that  is  desirable,  while  the  third  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Accounts  of  the  City  of  New  York  for  audit  for  over  a  3^ear  with  very  little  pros- 
pect of  speedy  settlement.

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

At  the  Municipal  Election  held  in  May,  1896,  the  Board  asked  our  taxpayers  to 
authorize  the  issue  of  school  bonds  to  the  extent  of  $65,000,  the  proceeds  to  be  used 
asfollovrs:  $60,000  for  the  erection  of  a  high  school  building  and  $5,000  for  the 
purchase  of  a  plot  in  the  Fourth  AVard  upon  which  to  erect,  in  the  near  future,  ad- 
ditional school  accommodation  for  the  rapidly  increasing  school  population  of  that 
Ward.    The  required  authority  was  given  by  so  large  a  vote  in  the  affirmative 

)  that  there  was  no  room  for  doubting  the  earnest  desire  for  and  approval  of  the  sug- 
gested expenditure  by  a  very  large  majority  of  our  citizens.  The  Board,  therefore, 
!  applied  itself  with  energy  to  the  prosecution  of  this  newly  imposed  task.  The 
(preparation  of  the  necessary  plans  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  architects,  who  had 
{been  chosen  with  special  attention  to  their  experience  in  the  construction  of  such  a 
(building,  and  the  bonds  were  advertised  and  duly  sold  at  a  good  premium.  Before 
^Ithe  date  for  their  delivery  arrived,  however,  the  shadow  of  monetary  disturbance 
pegan  to  darken  the  financial  skies,  capitalists,  as  usual  under  such  circumstances, 
[/became  timid,  funds  available  for  investment  were  placed  under  lock  and  key,  and 
it  became  absolutely  impossible  to  negotiate  municipal  bonds,  no  matter  what  their 
character  or  the  credit  standing  of  the  issuers.  In  this  condition  of  affairs,  which 
I  continued  to  grow  worse  instead  of  better,  the  Board  determined  to  place  itself  in 
Wn  entirely  safe  position,  and  accordingly,  although  the  plans  and  specifications 

10  pad  been  completed  and  the  contract  for  erecting  the  building  awarded,  it  refused 
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to  sign  tlie  latter  until  such  times  as  the  money  could  be  obtained.  It  is  unneces 
sary  to  detail  here  the  financial  straights  through  which  the  country  passed  during 
the  autumn  months,  but  it  was  not  until  the  new  year  opened  that  substantial 
relief  was  obtained.  During  February  our  bonds  were  at  last  disposed  of  at  a  good 
premium,  and  the  way  was  once  more  clear  for  undertaking  the  erection  of  the  new 
building,  the  contracts  lor  which  were  signed  March  1,  1897,  and  since  then  excel 
lent  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work,  and  the  Board  confidently  expects  to  be 
in  occupation  in  October  of  the  current  year.  The  delay  has  not  been  without 
some  compensating  advantages,  for  it  has  afforded  an  opportunity  for  a  more  care 
ful  study  of  the  plans  and  several  beneficial  alterations  have  been  made  as  a  result 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  deserves  great  credit  for  the  ability  and 
Avisdom  displayed  in  conducting  these  bond  operations  during  a  period  of  almost 
unprecedented  financial  distress;  while  the  thoroughly  loyal  manner  in  which  the 
architects  and  contractors,  both  of  whom  are  residents  of  our  city,  have  seconded 
the  Board  through  the  trying  period,  deserves  equal  praise.  There  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  Mount  Vernon  will  be  justly  proud  of  the  beautiful  High  School 
building  now  in  course  of  erection. 

The  purchase  of  a  suitable  lot  at  the  corner  of  High  and  Howard  streets  for  an 
additional  school  building  in  the  Fourth  Ward  has  been  completed,  and  at  the  com 
ing  charter  election  the  taxpayers  will  be  asked  to  vote  the  necessary  authority  for 
funds  with  which  to  erect  this  much  needed  edifice.  In  addition,  it  has  been 
thought  wise  to  ask  also  for  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building  to  replace  the 
old  structure  on  Tenth  avenue.  The  absolute  necessity  for  these  new  school 
houses  has  been  patent  to  tlie  casual  observer  for  more  than  a  year,  and  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  No.  5  has  been  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  with  which 
the  Board  has  had  to  deal.  The  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  deals  with  this 
question  in  a  clear  and  concise  manner.  The  growing  population  upon  Vernon 
Heights  is  entitled  to  consideration  and  a  sufficient  sum  has  been  asked  for  for  the 
purchase  of  a  school  plot  in  that  locality. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

Every  attention  has  been  directed  towards  keeping  the  several  school  buildings 
in  a  thoroughly  efficient  condition,  but  the  necessity  of  exercising  the  strictest 
economy  has  prevented  the  making  of  needed  improvements.  The  ventilation  of 
Nos.  1  and  5  is  far  from  what  it  ought  to  be.  The  introduction  of  an  entirely  new 
and  modern  system  is  what  is  required,  but  in  view  of  the  large  cost  of  such  an  im 
provement,  the  Board  has  not  felt  justified  in  making  any  recommendation  for  the 
present.  Half  way  measures  would  be  of  little  avail  and  in  the  end,  most  expen- 
sive, but  the  matter  cannot  be  delayed  much  longer.  The  old  furniture  in  both  of 
these  buildings  is  being  gradually  replaced  by  new  of  modern  pattern,  aiid  in 
another  5'^ear  it  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be  completed. 

Nos.  2,  4  and  7  are  in  good  condition  and  well  equipped  for  present  require- 
ments. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  High  School  is  about  completing  the  third  year  of  its  existence  and  has  been 
again  to  some  extent  handicapped  by  the  limited  quarters  into  which  it  has  been 
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>s.  crowded.  Nevertheless,  it  has  enjoyed  a  year  of  prosperity  and  for  several  reasons, 
i<r  is  a  more  efficient  institution  for  academic  work  than  it  has  been  before.  In  the 
;,1  first  place. the  course  of  study  has  been  expanded  so  as  to  cover  four  years  of  school 
,j  life,  which  brings  it  properly  within  the  recognized  grading  of  a  High  School,  botli 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  Regents  of  the  State  Uni- 
1-  versity.  Second,  The  Board  has  determined  that  promotions  from  the  Grammar 
je  Schools  shall  be  made  hereafter  but  once  a  year  and  that  at  the  opening  of  the 
lit  autumn  term,  which  seems  to  be  a  distinct  improvement  over  the  piece  meal  pro- 
e.  motions  that  heretofore  obtained,  and  that  made  necessary  a  larger  corps  of  teachers 
t  and  hence  increased  expense,  while  the  results  thus  obtained  have  been  far  from 
,ij  satisfactory.  Third,  The  hours  of  attendance  have  been  increased,  so  that  with  one 
;[  hour  of  intermission  for  lunch,  the  session  lasts  from  nine  until  three.  These 
jg  changes  are  the  results  of  experience  and  are  considered  to  be  in  the  direction  of 
,(j  increased  efficiency. 

)Q  With  the  occupation  of  the  new  building  next  autumn  and  the  increase  in  attend- 
q]  ance  that  will  naturally  take  place,  additional  teachers  will  be  required,  and  these 

v,'ill  materially  add  to  the  cost  of  maintenance,  which  for  the  past  three  years  has 
u  been  at  a  minimum.  The  High  School  will  then  for  the  first  time  in  its  history 
^.  assume  its  proper  position  in  all  respects  as  a  distinct  department  of  our  school 

System. 

"  LIBRARIES. 

le 

,1     The  Public  Library  of  Mount  Vernon  has  completed  the  first  year  of  its  existence, 
p.  and  attention  is  called  to  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  is 
I,  annexed  hereto.    The  results  are  highly  gratifying  in  every  way.    When  it  is  en- 
i,  abled  to  occupy  new  quarters  that  will  be  fitted  up  for  its  use  in  the  High  School 
building,  its  efficiency  will  be  materially  increased.     The  funds  available  for  its 
support  will  be  larger  and  the  rooms  better  adapted  to  its  uses.     The  Board  of 
Trustees  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  success  that  has  crowned  their  labors 
during  the  past  year. 

Moderate  additions  have  been  made  to  the  school  libraries,  but  these  have  been 
confined  largely  to  books  of  reference,  and  such  literature  as  is  used  in  the  course  of 
i;3  study.    It  is  not  intended  that  they  should  be  in  any  sense  reading  libraries,  but  an 
St  aggregation  of  such  helps  as  scholars  could  not  be  expected  to,  or  could  not  alford 
Ji  to  own  individually. 

I  OFFICES  OF  THE  BOARD. 

iie  The  delay  in  building  the  new  High  School  edifice  has  necessitated  the  continued 
tt  occupation  of  the  executive  offices  in  the  Ferguson  Building,  corner  of  First  street 
if  and  Sixth  avenue,  but  these  will  be  given  up  as  soon  as  the  new  quarters  are 
in  available 

Appended  herewith  is  a  copy  of  the  annual  report  of  the  City  Superintendent  of 
e  Instruction,  Mr.  Charles  E.  ISichols,  which  contains  much  of  interest  as  to  the 
details  of  the  operations  of  our  schools  which  is  not  touched  upon  in  this  report.

Gentlemen — The  charter  of  the  Mount  Vernon  Public  Library,  granted  under  the 
seal  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  provides  that  the  Trustees  of  said 
Public  Librar}^  "shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  on  or  before  March  31st, 
in  each  year."  In  accordance  with  such  provision  the  Board  submits  the  following 
report : 

On  January  Gth,  1896,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  hy  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Education,  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing as  Trustees  of  the  P'.iblic  Library:  Andrew  F.  Currier,  M.  D.,  to  serve  fire 
years;  Herbert T.  Jennings,  to  serve  four  years;  Henry  E.  llhoades,  to  serve  three 
years ;  Jesse  Lantz,  to  serve  two  years,  and  James  M.  Anderson,  to  serve  one  year. 
(Mr.  Anderson  was  recently  reappointed  to  succeed  himself  for  the  full  term  of  five 
years).  Messrs.  Lantz,  Pdioades  and  Anderson  were,  and  are  at  this  present,  mem  - 
bers  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  above  named  trustees  held  their  first  meeting  on  Januar}--  25th,  1896,  and 
formed  a  temporary  organization.  A  resolution  was  also  adopted  to  make  formal 
application  to  the  University  llegents  for  the  necessary  charter  for  a  free  public 
library.  At  the  same  meeting  the  sum  of  $650  was  credited  to  the  Public  Library 
as  an  appropriation  from  the  Board  of  Education. 

Several  meetings  were  held  in  the  interval  between  January  25th  and  March  25th, 
on  which  latter  date  the  trustees  were  officially  advised  that  a  charter  had  been 
granted  for  a  public  library,  and  which  charter  reads  as  follows: 

"University  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
"Charter  of  Mount  Vernon  Public  Library. 

"Whereas,  A  petition  for  incorporation  as  an  institution  of  the  University  has 
"been  duly  received;  and 

"Whereas,  Official  inspection  shows  that  suitable  provision  has  been  made  for 
"buildings,  furniture,  equipment,  and  for  proper  maintenance,  and  that  all  other 
"prescribed  requirements  have  been  fully  met, 

"Therefore,  Being  satisfied  that  public  interests  will  be  promoted  by  such  incor- 
"poration,  the  Regents,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred  on  them  by  law, 
"hereby  incorporate  Andrew  F.  Currier,  Herbert  T.  Jennings,  Jesse  Lantz,  , Henry 
"E.  Rhoades,  James  M.  Anderson,  and  their  successors  in  office,  under  the  corpor- 
"ate  name  of  Mount  Vernon  Public  Librar}--,  with  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and 
"duties,  and  subject  to  all  limitations  and  restrictions  prescribed  for  such  corpor- 
"ations  by  law,  or  by  ordinances  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  Yorl:. 
"Their  successors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Mount  Vernon  Board 
"of  Education,  and  confirmed  by  said  Board,  one  each  year,  to  serve  for  five  years. 
"The  trustees  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  on  or  before  March  31st,  in 
"each  year. 

"This  corporation  shall  be  located  at  Mount  Vernon,  Westchester  County,  New 
"York. 

"In  witness  whereof,  the  Regents  grant  this  charter  No.  989,  under  seal  of  the 

"University,  at  the  Capitol,  Albany,  March  19th,  1896. 

"Anson  Judd  Upson,  "Chancellor. 

"Melville  Dewey,  "Secretary." 
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In  accordance  with  the  fact  of  issuance  of  the  above  quoted  charter,  a  permanent 
organization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  effected  by  the  election  of  the  following 
as  officers:  President,  Andrew  F.  Currier,  M.  D.  ;  Secretary,  Henry  E.  llhoades; 
Treasurer,  Jesse  Lantz.  Tlie  Board  subsequently  en/^aged  Miss  Helen  Kilduff  Gay 
as  librarian  and  Miss  Jennie  S.  Irwin  as  assistant  librarian.  The  annual  salary  of 
librarian  was  fixed  at  $650,  and  of  assistant  librarian,  $300. 

The  Board  secured  suitable  temporary  quarters  for  the  library  at  jSTo.  9  East 
Third  street,  at  a  rental  of  $400  per  annum,  and  furnished  them  with  book  stacks 
and  other  equipment  for  library  and  reading  room  purposes.  The  library  was 
formally  opened  to  the  public  at  7  o'clock  p.  ra..  Ma}'-  9th,  and  continued,  under  the 
re^julations  adopted  by  the  Board,  to  be  open  on  each  day,  excepting  Sundays  and 
legal  holidays,  from  9  a.  m.  to  11  a.  m.,  and  3  p.  m.  to  9  p.  m.  Thus  the  library 
began  in  rented  rooms  with  5,094  volumes  (many  of  them  practically  unservicable 
to  the  general  reader  because  of  their  ancient  character  and  also  worn-out  condition) 
transferred  from  tlie  school  libraries  of  the  city;  and  with  an  appropriation  limited 
to  only  $2,000  to  pay  salaries,  rental  of  rooms,  heating,  ligliting,  cleaning  and  inci- 
dental expenses  and  the  purchase  of  n(;\v  books.  The  library  has  had  no  other  in- 
come of  any  sort  whatsoever,  except  small.amounts  from  sale  of  catalogues  and  fines. 

By  the  employment  of  a  librarian  with  a  special  professional  training  in  library 
administration,  the  Public  Library  early  had  a  perfect  classification  and  cata- 
loguing system  on  the  same  general  plan  as  the  leading  libraries  of  the  United 
States.  It  was  not  realized  by  even  the  most  sanguine  person  that  there  would  be 
the  intense  craving  for  literary  food  that  has  been  demonstrated  before  the  library 
has  passed  the  first  year  of  its  birth ;  in  fact,  the  demands  upon  the  library,  not 
oul}^  for  books,  but  also  in  the  reading  room,  has  been  surprising.  The  principal 
embarrassment  has  been,  and  continues  to  be,  the  limited  appropriation  which  the 
library  is  forced  to  confine  itself  to,  and  Vv^hich,  trustees,  the  librarian  or  assistant 
librarian  cannot  remedy.  The  limited  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  library  ($3,000  of 
the  $2,500  allowed  by  amended  sub  section  15  of  section  339  i  of  the  Consolidated 
School  Act  of  1894,  to  be  raised  by  the  Board  of  Education  annually,  $500  of  which 
was  reserved  and  set  apart  by  said  Board  in  1898  for  the  maintenance  of  the  several 
school  libraries)  is  not  sufilcient,  even  by  the  practice  of  the  strictest  economy.  But 
what  can  be  done  with  little  when  judiciously  managed  is  shown  in  the  expenditure 
of  $403.44  for  new  books,  $40.85  for  rebiiidiug  books  out  of  repair,  and  in  the  sub- 
scriptions to  the  following  for  the  use  of  the  reading  rooin:  "Atlantic  Monthly," 
"The  Forum,"  "Harper's  JMagazine,"  "Review  of  Reviews,"  "Scribner'a  Mag, 
aziue,"  "The  Bookman,"  "Scientific  American,"  "Harper's  Weekly,"  "Youth's 
Companion,"  "The  N.  Y,  Daily  Sun."  and  "The  N.  Y.  Daily  Tribune,"  The  trus- 
tees would  also  call  attention  that  the  citizens  are  under  obligations  to  the  publishers 
of  "The  Mount  Vernon  Chronicle,"  "The  Mount  Vernon  liecord,"  "The  Mount 
Vernon  Argus,"  and  "The  Mount  Vernon  News,"  for  copies  of  these  several  news- 
jpapers  gratuitously  given  to  the  library  since  it  was  first  opened. 
I  There  has  been  a  constant  and  rapidly  progressing  increase  of  the  use  of  the 
library  each  month  from  the  date  of  the  opening  up  to  the  present  day,  and  it  is 
^apparent  that  the  new  quarters  promised  for  it  in  the  new  High  School  building 
[will  not  be  in  advance  of  its  needs.  The  library  was  opened,  as  stated  above,  on 
jMay  9th,  1896,  but  it  was  not  until  May  20tli  that  the  first  book  was  issued.  From 
|May  9th  to  June  13th,  there  were  692  applications  filed,  and  from  May  20th  to 
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June  13th,  tliere  were  1,576  books  circulated.  From  February  lltli,  1897,  to  March 
12th,  1897,  the  number  of  books  issued  to  applicants  was  4,170.  From  May  9th, 
1896  to  March  12th,  1897,  2,003  applications  have  been  filed;  and  from  May  30th, 

1896,  to  March  12th,  1897.  32,426  books  have  been  issued  to  readers. 

The  library  has  also  received  many  valuable  gifts  which  must  be  appreciated  by 
the  people.  The  most  significant  and  important  gift  was  454  works  of  fiction, 
science,  history,  etc.,  embracing  the  "Scribner  $500  Library"  purchased  with  a  fund 
subscribed  by  the  women  of  Mount  Vernon,  through  a  committee  of  the  Westchester 
Women's  Club.  This  gift  was  formally  presented  to  the  library  by  Mrs.  Joseph 
S.  Wood,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  referred  to,  on  June  13th,  1896.  The  follo  wing 
are  other  gifts  made : 

By  the  Honorable  Ben.  L.  Fairchild,  Representative  in  Congress  from  the  XVIth 
New  York  District,  of  all  "remainder  copies"  of  public  document  to  his  credit  in 
Congress,  which  embraced  many  valuable  publications  other  than  ordinary  Con- 
gressional documents.

The  total  number  of  books  now  in  the  library  is  6,230. 

The  Board  believing  that  the  marked  ability  and  the  laborious  duties  performed 
by  the  assistant  librarian  entitled  her  to  an  increase  of  salary,  voted  on  February 
13th  to  increase  the  annual  salary  of  Miss  Irwin  to  $300,  to  begin  on  April  Ist, 

1897.  The  Board  is  forced  to  admit  that  even  this  salary  does  not  correspond  to  the 
services  that  she  gives  to  the  city.  Nor  is  the  salary  paid  to  Miss  Gay,  the  librarian, 
an  equitable  recognition  of  the  value  of  her  services,  but,  until  such  time  as  the 
appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  library  may  be  increased,  the  Board  can- 
not see  its  way  clear  to  make  any  further  increase  in  the  expenses.

Gentlemen — I  herewith  submit  my  lirst  annual  report  for  the  3'^ear  ending  March 
31.  1897. 

The  library  was  opened  to  the  public  May  9,1896  with  5,094  volumes:  there 
were  added  during  the  ycjir,  1,145  volumes,  making  the  total  number  now  in  tl'c 
library,  G,2o9.  Of  these  added  GS3  were  given,  258  were  bought,  and  204  were 
received  from  the  Department  of  Public  Documents,  Washington.  Tiie  n)ost  not- 
able gift  being  the  Scril)ner  $500  Library,  given  by  the  women  of  Mount  Vernon 
through  the  Westchester  Women's  Club. 

The  books  bought  have  been  those  in  the  most  popular  classes  and  are  of  perma 
nent  value.  Among  the  valuable  additions  received  from  Washington  may  be 
mentioned  the  monographs  and  accompanying  atlases  of  the  Geological  Survey. 

PERIODICALS. 

The  library  receives  regularly  22  periodicals ;  also  two  New  York  daily  papers 
and  four  local  papers.  These  are  kept  on  file  in  the  reading  room,  and  are  fre- 
ciuently  consulted,  as  are  also  the  reference  books  on  the  tables  and  shelves. 

REGISTRATION  AND  CIRCULATION. 

The  registration  amounts  to  2,038  persons.  The  librar}--  was  open  2G1  days.  The 
number  of  volumes  issued  for  home  use  was  36,731,  l)eing  an  average  per  day  of 
140.  Largest  number  in  one  day,  324  volumes,  Gth  March,  1897;  largest  nundjcr 
in  one  month,  4,652,  March.  Of  the  circulation,  .8952  per  cent,  was  fiction.  This 
large  percentage  may  be  overcome  by  adopting  the  two-book  card  system  used  in 
many  libraries.  This  allows  a  borrower  to  take  two  books  at  once,  only  one  of 
which  can  be  a  work  of  fiction. 

As  many  of  the  books  were  in  a  poor  condition  whi  n  transferred.  94  are  worn  out  j 
and  removed  from  circulation.    There  have  been  bound  and  repaiicd,  247.  (

A  dictionary  catalogue  of  the  library  is  being  made  on  cards  and  the  books  are 
classified  on  the  shelves  according  to  the  Dewe}^  classification.     By  this  system  the  v 
books  on  a  subject  are  brought  together  on  a  shelf  and  arranged  alphabetically 
by  authors'  names.    The  numbers  given  are  ])ermanent  and  will  require  no  change 
when  the  library  is  moved.

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon. 

Gentlemen—In  accordance  with  section  229  (p)  of  tiie  act  consolidating  the  school 
districts  of  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon,  I  submit  the  following  report: 

The  number  of  schools  in  the  city  at  this  date  is  the  same  as  reported  last  year 
there  being  9,  although  there  are  but  8  building?  in  use,  the  High  Scliool  being 
accommodated  in  a  portion  of  No,  7.  li' 

While  the  condition  of  affairs  in  regard  to  veutihition  in  some  of  the  schools  i;  ' 
known  to  your  body,  it  seems  fitting  that  yoiu-  attention  should  be  directed  to  th( 
needs  of  two  of  the  oldest  buildings  in  the  city.    When  No.  1  was  built,  twenty  1 
years  ago,  the  system  of  heating  and  ventilation  there  introduced  was  considered  a;  - 
being  among  the  best  to  be  found  in  the  country,  but  since  that  time  the  demand!  il 
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along  these  lines  have  increased,  and  what  was  then  considered  excellent  is  not  now 
deemed  sufficient.  Since  the  replacing  of  the  iron  flues  in  the  ventilatint!:  shafts 
last  suinmcr,  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  both  the  healing  and  the  ventilation, 
but  on  muggy  days  the  air  in  this  building  docs  not  circulate  sufficiently  to  keep  it 
pure  in  the  classrooms. 

The  same  is  true  of  No.  5,  where  the  rooms  must  be  ventilated  by  means  of  the 
windows.  Uuderstanding  fully  that  the  outlay  of  a  small  amount  of  money  will 
not  remedy  these  evils.  I  trust  the  Board  will  feel  justified  in  making  an  item, 
and  it  must  be  a  large  one,  in  the  next  budget  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the 
ventilation  of  these  buildings.  The  question  of  closets  for  the  clothing  is  con 
stantly  coming  to  the  front,  and  at  the  same  time  that  we  ask  for  money  lor  the 
ventilation,  we  should  request  sufficient  to  include  this  item  also. 

The  rear  of  the  lot  occupied  by  No.  3,  owing  to  a  change  in  the  sidewalk  on  11th 
avenue,  needs  tilling.  If  there  is  hope  of  a  new  building  on  this  lot,  it  may  be  left 
till  the  material  from  the  cellar  of  this  building  can  be  utilized,  but  if  not,  steps 
should  be  taken  to  fill  the  rear  of  the  lot,  or  to  grade  from  the  top  of  the  slope  that 
water  may  not  remain  standing  as  has  been  the  case  this  year. 

The  grounds  surrounding  our  school  buildings  arc  for  the  most  part  kept  in  good 
order.  Two  of  the  new  buildings  have  grounds  that  are  not  protected  by  fences, 
and  while  it  is  desirable  that  we  should  not  be  obliged  to  erect  fences.  I  feel  that 
the  time  will  come  when  both  No.  2  and  No.  7  must  be  inclosed  to  protect  them, 
not  from  the  pupils  who  are  in  attendance  at  the  schools,  but  from  the  pedestrians 
who  shorten  the  distance  from  street  to  street  by  crossltig  the  grounds.  At  present 
the  grounds  at  No,  3  are  protected  by  a  wire  stretched  around  the  lot,  but  the  ap- 
pearance is  not  pleasant,  and  I  suggest  that  the  erection  of  a  neat  iron  fence  around 
these  school  lots  be  taken  into  consideration.  The  present  need  is  greater  at  No.  2 
than  at  No.  7,  for  the  latter  is  situated  in  a  more  sparsely  settled  neighborhood  and 
consequently  there  is  less  danger  of  trespass. 

While  the  number  of  schools  in  the  city  is  the  same  as  last  year,  the  change  in  the 
population,  or  rather  the  increase  in  population  in  certain  sections  has  made  a  ma- 
terial change  in  the  attendance  at  some  of  these  buildings.  There  has  been  a  con- 
slant  growth  of  school  population  in  the  Fourth  Ward  of  the  cit}^  and  as  a  result. 
School  No.  5  will  soon  be  our  largest  school.  Tlie  time  is  not  far  distant  when  it 
must  be  relieved  of  the  constant  increase  of  attendance,  for  even  now  we  are 
obliged  to  have  a  class  of  little  ones  in  theasseml)ly  room,  and  at  the  opening  of  the 
next  school  year  this  will  not  be  suflicient. 

At  the  same  time  that  No.  5  is  growing  to  this  extent,  No.  1  has  ceased  to  grov/. 
Formerly  the  number  of  pupils  at  No.  1  was  increased  by  additions  from  Nos.  3  and 
i,  but  at  present  we  are  not  making  promotions  from  No.  4,  and  No.  7,  located  in  a 
territory  which  formerly  sent  pupils  to  No.  1.  has  diverted  many  children  from 
ithis  school.  No.  3,  located  on  10th  avenue,  has  been  used  for  only  the  first  two 
^years  of  work,  but  the  number  of  first  year  pupils  here  attending  may  became  so 
great  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  promote  to  No.  1  as  soon  as  the  pupils  are  capable 
of  entering  the  second  year  of  school  work. 

^  We  also  need  greater  accommodations  at  Vernon  Heights.  With  the  opening  of 
,  No.  7,  the  older  pupils  were  sent  to  that  school,  but  this  section  has  been  rapidly 
Wrowing  in  population  and  the  small  building.  7A,  is  now  crowded  to  its  limit. 
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The  number  of  teachers  at  present  employed  in  the  various  schools  of  the  city  is 
as  follows: 

Hi.n^h  School,  5  (this  includes  one  teacher  in  No.  1);  No.  1,  32;  No.  2.  9;  No.  3, 
2;  No.  4,  7;  No.  5,  20;  No.  6,  1;  No.  7.  5;  No.  7a.  1. 

We  have  besides  these,  one  general  assistant,  one  instructor  in  vocal  music,  and 
one  instructor  in  drawing. 

The  State  law  governing  the  engagement  of  teachers  for  cities,  which  took  effect 
last  January,  has  raised  the  requirements  for  teachers  who  can  be  engaged  by  our 
Board.  At  present,  teachers  who  were  not  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  on  January 
1st  last,must  have  one  of  the  following  four  qualitications:  First— Three  years 
successful  experience  in  teaching;  or  Second— They  must  be  graduates  of  a  High^ 
School  or  Academy  having  a  course  of  study  of  not  less  than  three  years,  approved 
by  the  State  Superintendent  of  riiblic  Instruction,  or  of  some  institution  of  equal 
or  higher  rank,  approved  by  the  same  authority.  After  such  graduation,  they  must 
have  graduated  from  a  school  or  class  for  the  professional  training  of  teachers 
having  a  course  of  study  of  not  less  than  38  weeks,  approved  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Tublic  Instruction:  or  Third— They  must  be  graduates  of  a  State  Normal 
and  Training  School  of  the  State  of  New  York ;  or  Fourth— They  must  hold  a 
New  York  State  Certiiicate  obtained  on  examination. 

Of  the  teachers  now  employed  by  the  Board,  3  hold  New  York  State  Life  Certili- 
catcs.  37  are  graduates  of  Normal  Schools,  15  hold  First  Grade  Uniform  Certificates, 
19  hold  Second  Grade  Uniform  Certificates,  and  one  Jiolds  a  Special  Vocal  Music 
Certificate.  During  the  past  year  16  teachers  have  been  engaged,  of  whom  12  were 
graduates  of  Normal  Schools,  3  held  First  Grade  Certificates,  and  one  held  a  Second 
Grade  Certificate. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  school  year  we  shall  need,  besides  the  teachers 
needed  in  the  High  School,  an  additional  teacher  at  No.  4,  and  when  the^  High 
School  leaves  No.  7,  an  additional  teacher  should  be  furnished  to  this  building. 
We  anticipate  enough  increase  at  No.  5  to  require  tlie  formation  of  another  class  in 
the  fall,  in  which  case  an  additional  teacher  will  be  required  there  also. 

Much  of  the  furniture  in  use  in  buildings  No.  1  and  No.  5  is  not  only  of  an  old 
pattern,  but  has  been  in  use  so  long  that  it  is  not  a  credit  to  the  city.  The  action 
of  your  body  in  making  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  some  of  this  \ 
with  that  of  a  more  modern  pattern  is  certainly  wise,  and  a  continuation  of  this 
plan,  the  replacing  of  some  of  the  furniture  each  year  will  soon  result  in  all  the 
buildings  being  properly  equipped  in  this  respect.  ^ 

There  is  no  apparatus  in  any  of  the  grammar  schools,  and,  while  the  teaching  o^ 
physics  is  limited  to  the  High  School,  I  recommend  that  models  of  the  ear,  the  eye 
and  the  heart  be  placed  in  the  lower  schools  for  use  in  teaching  physiology. 

All  books  purchased  for  the  Gramnmr  School  libraries  have  been  books  of  reference' 
or  books  required  for  reading  in  connection  with  the  work  in  English,  and  in  this 
connection  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  advisability  of  having  a  number^  of 
copies  of  certain  selected  books  in  each  school  for  the  use  of  the  pupils.  At  a  time 
when  there  are  so  many  papers  and  magazines  printed,  and  when  so  much  of  little 
cr  no  value  is  thrown  upon  the  market,  it  behooves  us  to  do  all  in  our  power  to 
guide  the  reading  of  the  pupils  of  our  schools.  There  are  books  which  all  pupil 
should  read,  and  if  a  number  of  these  books  can  be  added  to  the  library  of  each 
school  each  year,  a  scheme  can  be  devised  which  will  cause  thera  to  be  read  by  the 
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pupils  of  the  schools.  In  certain  schools  of  the  State  the  pupils  are  required  to  read 
certain  books  while  in  certain  grades  and  by  u&inp:  them  in  connection  with  the 
lessons  in  English  we  can  cultivate  a  taste  for  good  reading. 

The  following  table  shows  the  registered  number  in  each  school  on  the  first  of 
April  of  each  of  the  years  1895,  1896  and  1897,  as  well  as  the  average  attendance  at 
each  school  for  the  year  ending  April  1.

The  number  of  pupils  now  receiving  High  School  instruction  is  163,  of  which 
number,  34  arc  still  in  School  No.  1.  The  promotion;-"<  iu  Febniaiy  last,  left  No.  1 
with  H  vacant  class  room,  and  the  situation  was  such  that  the  Su[)crintendent  was 
nble  to  place  one  of  the  ladies  who  had  been  teaching  iu  No.  3,  in  charge  of  this 
room  and  to  give  her  work  in  the  lowestr  grade  of  the  High  School  curriculum.  At 
the  opening  of  the  school  year,  in  September  next,  we  will  be  confronted  with  the 
]U'oblem  of  accommodating  another  section  of  about  50  pu}uls  who  will  be  ready  to 
ei)ter  High  School,  and  it  is  well,  thus  early,  to  consider  the  case.  While  I  do  not 
anticipate  that  the  room  in  No.  1  nov*'  occupied  by  the  High  School  pupils  will  be 
needed  for  pupils  of  this  Grammar  School,  no  further  accommodations  can  be  fur- 
nished in  this  building,  and  one  of  two  courses  Avill  be  open  to  us.  We  can  send 
the  pupils  now  in  No.  1  to  No.  7,  and  by  crovvding  them  in  the  stud\^  hall,  and  by 
having  recitations  in  the  study  hall  while  other  pupils  are  in  the  room,  can  continue 
the  work  till  the  completion  of  the  new  High  School  building,  or,  if  this  is  not 
deemed  wise,  we  can  send  the  new  class  to  one  of  the  vacant  rooms  in  School  No.  4. 
As  can  be  seen,  this  will  be  very  inconvenient,  but  tlie  necessity  lor  such  an 
,arrangement  will  exist  but  a  short  time. 

j  The  increase  in  attendance  at  the  High  Scht)ol  is  as  follows:  At  its  opening  in 
|September,  1894,  there  were  74  pupils,  some  of  whom  had  not  the  credentials  which 
:we  now  require  for  admission  to  this  section  of  our  work ;  in  April,  1895  the  number 
had  increased  to  81;  April,  1896  found  138  on  register,  and  the  number  has  increased 
at  this  date  to  163.  A  large  proportion  of  the  pupils  who  graduate  from  the  gram- 
mar schools  avail  tliemselves  of  the  privilege  of  entering  for  the  higher  v/ork,  90 
per  cent,  of  lost  years's  graduates  having  been  enrolled. 

In  June  last,  one  of  the  pupils  of  this  school  obtained  by  competitive  examination 
a  state  scholarship  at  Cornell  University,  while  three  have  entered  medical  colleges, 
and  live  have  (d)tained  advanced  standings  in  the  New  I'altz  Normal  School.  While 
the  school  has  been  crowded  and  many  of  the  classes  have  been  large,  the  work  done 
has  been  very  satisfactory. 
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In  order  that  a  High  School  may  be  recoguized  as  bein^  entitled  to  send  pupils 
to  State  Normal  schools  nnd  Teachers*  Training  Classes  without  further  examination, 
certain  subjects  must  be  iuchuled  in  the  course  of  s^ud3^  In  September  last  the 
course  of  study  of  our  school  Avas  revised,  and  n,  copy  being  submitted  to  the 
State  Department,  we  have  been  notified  that  it  was  satisfactory  to  the  State 
Superintendent,  and  our  school  is  now  classed  amon^-  those  mentioned  in  the  law 
regarding  the  empl(»yment  of  teachers  in  cities. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  a  resolution  was  adopted  to  the  cfTect  that  pro 
motions  should  be  made  to  the  High  School  but  once  a  year.    This  will  necessitate 
the  revision  of  the  course  of  study,  but  as  a  plan  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  atr 
its  June  meeting,  I  will  not  enlarge  upon  this  matter  at  present. 

The  efforts  made  toward  the  inforcemeut  of  the  Compulsory  Education  Law  have 
resulted  in  a  regular  attendance  on  the  part  of  some  who  would  otherwise  have  been 
in  school  but  little  of  the  time.  We  have  endeavored  to  keep  the  pupils  in  school, 
and  no  one  has  been  sent  to  an  institution  unless  we  deemed  it  derogatory  to  the 
interests  of  both  school  and  pupil  to  allow  him  to  remain  with  us.  One  of  the 
matters  against  which  we  have  found  it  necessaiy  to  guard  is  the  desire  on  the  part 
of  certain  parents  to  have  the  children  committed  so  the  parent  may  be  free  from 
the  expense  of  their  maintenance. 

The  work  in  manual  training  so  well  commenced  in  School  No.  5  last  year,  has 
been  progressing  very  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  principal  and  some  of  the 
teachers  of  this  school  had  had  experience  before  coming  to  this  city,  and  I  feel  that 
the  work  here  accomplished  will  stand  high  when  brought  into  comparison  with 
that  of  other  cities. 

The  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  slates  in  the  class  rooms  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  has  tended  to  promote  neatness  and  care  in  the  arrangement  of  work,  but  the 
cost  of  the  substitution  of  pads  and  note  books  has  been  quite  large.  This  item,  in 
ni}^  estimation,  will  be  still  larger  next  year,  for  while  the  material  is  used  economi- 
call}^  a  great  amount  must  be  used  to  properl}'  continue  the  work  along  this  line. 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  year,  a  kindergarten  class  v/as  established  in  School 
No.  2.  under  the  direction  of  a  trained  teacher.  As  we  had  no  available  class-room 
in  the  building,  it  became  necessary  to  remove  some  of  the  scats  in  the  assembly 
room  and  utilize  the  space  thus  obtained.  The  work  done  during  the  year  has  been 
very  satisfactory,  and  the  introduction  of  this  line  of  work  into  the  other  schools  of 
the  city  will  simply  be  a  matter  to  be  determined  by  the  amount  of  money  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Board,  together  with  the  accommodations  that  can  be  found  in  the 
different  buildings. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  state  that  I  believe  the  teachers  of  the  city  are  energetic 
and  loyal,  and  that  we  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  spirit  which  is  shown  inl 
their  efforts  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  pupils  submitted  to  their  care.  j

In  compliance  with  your  request  of  Juue  10,  I  lierewitli  submit  report  from  Juue 
1,  1896  to  June  1,  1897. 

I  have  inspected  31  boilers,  14  of  which  are  insured,  26  are  now  being  operated 
in  this  city.  Six  boilers  were  condemned,  4  of  which  were  removed  and  have  been 
replaced  by  new  ones.  The  remaining  2  have  been  repaired  and  are  now  in  good 
working  order.  Three  safety  valves  and  6  steam  guages  were  found  defective,  all 
of  which  have  either  been  repaired  or  replaced  by  new  ones;  the  pressure  has  a' 
been  reduced  on  2  boilers. 

Twelve  applicants  have  received  licenses;  21  engineers  licenses  have  been  rcnewec 
and  two  transferred. 

There  has  been  received  the  sum  of  $143.50.  of  which  amount  I  have  expendei 
$18.39  for  transportation  of  test  pump,  $1.10  for  postage  and  inspector's  fee. 
amounting  to  $107.63.  leaving  a  balance  of  $16.42. 

The  boilers  in  operation  are  in  good  condition  up  to  this  date.
